{Enough vaccine soon 


for priority flu shots 


By mid-November, Manitoba's 
health department expects to rave 
distributed enough Asian Flu vac- 
cine to take care of all persons 
on the initial priority list. 

Hon. R. W. Bend, health mini- 
ster, said he had been informed 
by Ottawa that 27,000 doses of 
the vaccine should be in provin- 
cial hands by that time. Up to 
October 11, the province had dis- 
tributed .2,500 doses received from 
the federal laboratories, with 
promises of increasingly larger 
weekly shipments. Cost of the vac- 
cine is shared equally by the fed- 
eral and provincial governments. 

The vaccine received to date 
has gone to medical and nursing 
staffs in Manitoba hospitals. The 
priority list, drawn up by Ottawa, 


put this group in first place. 
Workers in essential services such 
as fire, police, waterworks and 
communications, together with 
elderly persons in institutions, are 
on the list as weli. 

Deputy health minister, r 
Morley Eliot, said the dangeg ‘ies 
not in the actuai disease, but in 
the complications that might re- 
sult. He indicated that those 
stricken with Asian Flu were more 
susceptible to pneumonia and other 
illnesses. 

Dr. Elliott explained that com- 
mercial imported vaccine was ex- 
pected to be avaiable soon trom 
private physicians.

River dispute 
settled 


A 17-year dispute between 
Canada and the U.S, over dispo- 
sition of the waters of the Souris 
river has been settled by the In- 
ternational Joint Commission, 


In an atmosphere. more cordial 
than it has known for several 
years, the IJC reached agreement 
expected to be satisfactory to 
Manitoba, North Dakota and Sas- 
katchewan ‘through which the 
Souris. flows. ; 


Officials see the settlement as 
a good omen for reaching agree- 
ment on other international river 
disputes: now before the commis- 
sion—notably the Columbia. 

The Souris, which rises in Sas- 
katchewan, crosses the border into 
North Dakota and then crosses 
back into Manitoba to join the 
Assiniboine, has been an inter- 
national stumbling block every 
time drought strikes the western 
plains. 

International law—mainly the 
boundary waters treaty of 1909 
—gives the upstream state, which 
is Canada, the right to cut off the 
water for its own needs. : 

The downstream state can then 


appeal this action in Canadian 
courts. 


But in the Souris. case Manitoba 
is downstream from North Da- 
kota, the U.S. state could simi- 
larly injure Manitoba, , 

The ‘new deal ‘is understood to 
guarantee Manitoba a minimum 
flow in dry years of 50 percent 
of the North Dakota flow. The 


figure amounts to about 6,000 acre 


feet per year .
